Mock Parliament to Decide on 
Future of Canadian Wheat , Crop 

Monty Berger Leads Government Forces in Support of 
Resolution — Oppoàtion Cabinet Headed by Neville 
Wykés Not Yet Completed 



"Resolved that there .v/lll be . a 
minimum price for the 1939 wheat 
crop," will be the bill presented by 
Mr. Montague Berger, Leader of His 
Majesty's Government In the Polifi- 
cal Economy Mock Parliament to 
be held at 8.30/ tomorrow night In 
the Union Ball Room. 

Both Monty Berger and Neville 
Wykes, Leader of the Opposition, 
stressed the fact th^t this question 
is of vital importance to Canada's 
future welfare. As many people are 
unacquainted with the facts of the 
wheat problem, the purpose cf the 
debate Is to discuss and bring to 
light the whole question of bushels. 

Monty Berger has lomple'.ed his 
cabinet and four of his ministers 
will discuss different angles of the 
bill. The rest of the cabinet mem- 
bers will be Ministers 'vithout Port- 
folio. The Primç: Minister claims 
that the Government will swtep the 
Opposition before them rnd be vic- 
torious in establishing a minimum 
price for the 1939 wheat crop. 

The Opposition held a caucus 
yesterday afternoon and have out- 
lined a program of attack which 
they hope wlU defeat the bill. The 



Opposition, Neville Wykes says, 
will direct their attack upon the 
broad principles of Free Trade and 
efficient production. The CablneS 
of this party Is not yet completed 
and all students of- Economics and 
Political Science are welcome. 

This Mock Parliament will follow 
a regular parliamentary procedure. 
Dr. C. Hemmeon, Head of the De- 
partment of Economics and Politi- 
cal Science will preside as -Speaker 
of the House. Members of the 
teaching staff will participate in 
both sides of debate. -There will 
be a brief period ' open for - a gen- 
eral debate. At the end of the 
evening, the resolution will be 
voted on. 

The Political Economy Club, one 
of the oldest clubs in McGill Uni- 
versity was founded by Professor 
Stephen Leacock. This is the first 
of ' the regular series of ; meetings 
held on the last Thursday of every 
month. All students interested in 
this discussion are invited to at- 
tend.

STARS ENRICH 
POETS' WORKS 
SAYS_SP_EAKER 

Dr. A. Y. Douglas Speaks to St. 
James Literary Society 

ILLUSTRATES TALK 



Traces Historical Develop- 
ment of Study of the 
Skies 



"The Poetry of Heaven," was 
the subject of an address by Dr. 
A. Vibert Douglas, Professor of 
Astrophysics, delivered to the St. 
James' Literary Club last night. 

As applied to English literature, 
particularly in the phase of poetry, 
Dr. Douglas declared that references 
to the celestial bodies has served to 
enrich the works of many of our 
greatest writers. The sun, moon, 
planets, comets, meteors and stars 
have appeared to embellish a great 
many passages, as demonstrated by 
a study made by several students 
Interested In astrophysics. 

This "challenge of the mystery of 
the stars" has affécted men for 
many thousands of years. "The 
Babylonians and Greeks, coupling a 
keen observation with well-develop- 
ed powers of speculation produced 
the earliest astronomy," the speaker 
said. "There followed a change in 
the method of scientific approach 
with Copernicus, Galileo, Kepler 
and Newton, aided and speeded up 
by scientific inventions, and. leading 
eventually to a general outline of 
the present state of knowledge re- 
garding the vast problems of the 
universe. 

"Their greater contribution, per- 
haps, was in posing problems for 
astrophysicists of a later genera- 
tion, " thè7natùre'! and composition 'of 
stars, the structure'of the universe, 
and the interesting features' of such 
stellar systems as tho^e of Slrlus 
and Epsilon Aurigae." 

In conclusion, the speaker cited 
as an example of a perennial and 
age-long challenge to astrophysics 
the mystery, of motion, which has 
occupied scientists for 50 centuries, 
and which has been "ever assuming 
new forms as knowledge has ad- 
vanced."' .

Professor Carruthers 
To Speak on Classics 



Professor C. H. Carruthers of the 
Department of Classics will address 
the first meeting of the Classical 
Club on Friday, October 28, at 4 
p.m.'in Strathcona Hall. The sub- 
ject of his address is "Vulgar 
Latin." 

"Though textbook Latin, or classic 
cal Latin, Is a highly artificial,' fos- 
silized language," Dr. Carruthers 
stated today when Interviewed, "it 
managed to survive about 800 years. 
The Romans of the Empire, how- 
ever, could- not and did not use it. 
Spoken or vulgar Latin followed 
the flag, changing with successive 
Roman conquests, and eventually 
became the common language of 
the Western World." 

Dr. Carruthers added that he In- 
tended to trace vulgar Latin 
through three stages of, change— the 
period when It spread with the con- 
quering Roman armies, the period 
of bl-llngualism In the different 
provinces (which, he remarked, 
proved very awkward and finally 
disappeared), and the period when 
vulgar. Latin was differentiated into 
the liomance or neo-Latin Ian 
guages, "which are nothing but a 
degenerate form of Latin." 

A number of Latin teachers from 
several high schools of the city 
have accepted the Classical Club's 
invitation to attend the forthcoming 
meeting. Before the address Is 
given, the executive announced, re^ 
freshmenls will be served. All stu' 
dents interested In the address, 
whether in the Classical Depart 
ment or not, are invited to attend 
this first meeting.

SAILOR ON HORSEBACK: The Biography of 
. Jack London. By Irving Stone. Houghton, 
Mifflin Co., 1938; 338 pp. 

Irving Stone has again written thé fascinat- 
ing biography of a thrilling adventure— cram- 
med life, rich and pulsating, though not as tra- 
gic nor filled with the poignant humanity that 
infused the existence of Vincent van Gogh, the 
pathetic painter of Lust For Life. Stone pre- 
sents much new evidence about Jack London's 
illegitimacy, and suicide at forty. Even for the 
arrangement of his death London knew the 
proper scientific formulae as he did for any- 
thing he undertook. This stirring life, it misht 
even be called a saga of vital American youth 
and manhood, that the trenchant- imagination of 
Jack London could not have conceived, has 
been compactly and skilfully described. If it 
fails to be a definitive biography because of 
the occasional overwrought and hasty writing 
and because the aiithor is seldom profound it 
nevertheless possesses ^IH the "irrefragable 
facts" (for' which London was ever pleading) 
sét down in as exciting àiid often as glamorous 
a fashion as the life of London experienced. 

His astrologer father having deserted. Jack 
London was reared amidst thé seances held by 
his enterprising émbUonàlly-imstàble mother. 
At 15 he was an oyster piraté living with the 
seaport queen, Mamie, on his own 'sléop. Vio- 
lent, bibulous activitiés, loni hobo tours, school, 
college, incessant writing, socialist lectures, lov- 
ing, arid a trek to thè Yukon where he earned 
$3,000 in 3 days paddling his cpmpaniins through 
the White Horse Rapids, quickly followed oné 
another in hectic haste. 'Then came the stormy 
writing period that consisted of 1,000, then 1,500 
words, penned every morning, and only five 
hours sleep nightly; a stringent, linancially- 
prolitabl* but /physically-destructive routin* 



that was seldom deviated from till his death. 
Rejections, poverty, sweat, labor followed In 
relentless circles until finally the Satevepost 
paid hhn $2,000 for "Call of the Wild." But a 
bountiful generosity kept him continually debt- 
ridden so that even when earning $75,000 yearly 
he owed double that amount Marriage, divorce, 
remarriage, world trips as correspondent, a trip 
down the Yellow River in a junk, writing ten 
books In four years, farming scientifically, any- 
thing to occupy his avid intellect, his immense 
ambition and leonine energy. The complete 
destruction of the $70,000 palatial Wolf House 
the night of its completion was symbolic of 
London's coming do\vnfall. In 1911 he was the 
best loved and most widely-read author living. 
In 1916, owing to mismanagement by others 
whom he trusted, family troubles, sickness, re- 
sort to the fierce drinking bouts of his youth, 
and discouragement at the bathos his writings 
evidenced, the powerful structure collapsed, 
burned out like his lovable Wolf House. 

Van Gogh lusted for. self-expression and 
committed suicide, feeling he had failed to 
achieve it; Jack London lusted for life and, feel- 
ing that he had expressed himself he dies con- 
tent, as certain as is posterity that he had suc- 
cessfully told most of his story.

Burlington— William H. Shumway, rioted au- 
thority on vocations, addressed the .class of '42 
on thè Important factors involved in obtaining 
and holding a position in the modem business 
world. Mr. Shumway, being personnel adviser 
for many of the nation's leading industries, is 
in a position to know exactly what the nation's 
ëmployers demand as prerequisites to a person's 
employment 

First, says'Mr. Shumway, choose a profes- 
sion not because your father was in it, or 
because it's a quick money maker, but accord- 
ing to your fitness to it No one e\ec really 
succeeds in anything if he doesn't like it 
Choose a field in which your interests lie; one 
into which you can throw yourself whole- 
heartedly. Many failures in business can be 
traced directly to maladjustment and dissatis- 
faction with one's chosen work. 

There are three types of people in general; 
the extrovert or "contact" personality, the in- 
trovert or "fact" personality, and a mixture of 
both. From the first, comes salesmen, contact 
men, and thé like. From the second, come 
techniciws, traffic managers, accountants, sta- 
tisticians and riien whosé work is exacting. 
Executives are largely drawn from the third 
group. 

Above all, employers look for personality 
in an applicant If one is balanced, poised and 
stwe of himself, an employer is immediately In- 
terested and the chances are that the applicant 
will receive more than the usual consideration. 
An employer is always on the lookout for some- 
one who shows promise of "going places" for 
he would be a valuable asset to any business 
organization. "It is truly stated that personality 
is two-thirds of a job," said Mr. Shumway.

ATTEMPT SUBSIDIZATION 

Columbus, Ohio (ACP).--After a 
year's successful trial, Ohio State 
Univérsky will this year subsidize 
activities of student organizations 
under a plan novel in United States 
colleges and universities. 

Five hundred dollars has been set 
aside to help student groups bring 
speakers to the campus, expand 
social activities, and carry out other 
organized projects. Administered 
by a dean and a committee of stu- 
dents, the plan will encourage 
extra-curricular intellectual inter- 
ests for students. 

Bringing in of outside speakers is 
the most common use for the fund. 

Last year one club bought an

bulletin board. Two clubs joined in 
converting an abandoned locker 
room into a social room. 

Reference handbooks and library 
books were purchased by several 
organizations. The Fen and Brush 
Club found it .possible with this 
assistance to . present a downtown 
exhibition of its work. 

Students in one department used 
their subsidy to secure a portrait 
of the department chairman and 
they plan to use their grants in suc- 
ceeding years to add to the collec- 
tion of portraits oi those iwbo have 
contributed to the profession.

Oespitè the fact that only five 
men were entéréd from the Univer- 
sity of Ottawa they nevertheless 
managed to pick up 29 points, which 
was just two under the McGill ag- 
gregate. One record fell yester- 
day when Dundas of R.M.C., soared 
to new heights in the high jump 
to esclipse the old mark of 5 ft. SVi 
in., Dundas cleared the bar at 5 ft. 
9% in. 

The most spectacular man of the 
meet was Boswell of R.M.C., who 
placed second in the mile and 
half mile, and then went on to win 
the three-mile evenf^ scoring U 
points in all for his team, after 
running a mile and . a half in his 
first two events Boswell mustered 
up enough energy to sprint the last 
hundred yards of the three-mile 
race, but fell exhausted after he 
crossed the finish line, 

Ottawa High Scores 

Nixon, an Ottawa lad, was the 
highest scorer of the day, winning 
the low and high hurdles events 
end placihg second in the broad 
jump to score 13 points or almost 
hr.lf his team's total, whiie Bos and 
Peter starred for the Redmen", g'ar- 
nering McGill's only two wins of 
the day. Bos took the discus throw 
with a 102-foot throw, and also plac- 
ed third in the shot put. Felor, who 
won the mile for the Red aggregate, 
ran one of the finest races of the 
day, breaking into a sprint when 
about 200 yards from the tape to 
overtake Boswell the smart runner 
from H.M.C.

The following is a regulation of 
the University: 

"All First and Second Year 
students in all Faculties, and all 
students coming to the University 
for the first time, are required to 
be medically examined. Students 
repeating a year in which medical 
examination is required must be 
re-examined. Any student who has 
failed to comply with this regula- 
tion before the 1st of November 
will be fined $5.00. Any student 
who has failed to comply before 



the 8th of November will be fined 
an additional $5.00. Any student 

who has failed to comply before 
the 15th of November will be sus- 
pended. Students of all years who 
wish to engage in athletic activities 
are also required to be medically 
examined." 

"In accordance with the regula- 
tions of the Provincial Board of 
Health, ALL students registering 
for the first time, must, at the 
time of registration for thp Session, 
present a certificate of successful 
vaccination within the past seven 
years, or of insusceptibility to vac- 
cine within the past five years. 
The penalties for non-compliance 
with this regulation are those 
stated above for the medical ex- 
amination."

U. of Manitoba, — Most Toronto 
auto insurance firms do not care to 
insure college students. This hesi- 
tancy, is merely because the so- 
called teen-aged drivers have sta- 



tistically the most 'dangerous re- 
cord. 

To quote Mr. W. G. Robertson, 
general manager of the Ontario 
Motor League, "Most auto Insur- 
ance firms arc wary of insuring 
college boys because of the risk 
of getting the campus cut-up on 
their list." 

"It is the girl and flask combina- 
tion and the general irresponsibil- 
ity of youth, aparently] that ac- 
counts for the high frequency of 
accidents in the lower age brack- 
ets," continued Mr. Robertson, com- 
menting on the fact that many 
people in Ontario are unable to 
obtain policies on their cai-s. 

Out of 200 firms in Ontario, only 
one issues its policies on an occu- 
pational rating basis and that is 
the only one refusing policies to 
students as such.
